construction expense as compared to monitoring, as compared to
planning®.

And then after that wve
wvould send, since there has been a good deal of concern as far as
.the parameters in vhich we wvant to vork vith the utility, then I ask
that ve set up a sub-committee of the Council or vhatever the -
Council likes, but I wvould say a sub-committee of the Council to
vgrk on the parameters to give staff ve are working with a utility
plan®. ‘
